MEMORANDUM FOR THE VICE-DIRECTOR, NATIONAL SECURITY AGENCY .

3. Aim to send in advance informal paper setting out our 
ideas and hope U.S. will do same.

5. Imagine that conference partly coineideing with my visit 
will not inconvenience U.S. and in some respects may suit them. 

For various reasons absence of all concerned any other time 
would be most inconvenient. 

6. As U.S. indicated acceptability any date after 18th May 
and because of difficulty over bookings after Coronation have 
started Administration for flight on 3rd."
